Tamed and Trained a Mouse—His 
Efforts With Cockroaches, 


Allen?tHickerson, the insane murderer now 
confined in {ail awaiting the action of Judge 
Laughlin, is mourning the loss of his pet and 
companion, which death stole trom him ajfew 
days ago. Last winter Hickerson was seized 
with an aberration of the mind while 
Grinking in the Golden Lion saloon at 
the northeast corner of Seventh and Pine 
streets, and, Qrawing a revolver, fired at his 
friends, fatally wounding one and seriously 
shooting another. He was committed to jail, 
where his queer actions have alwavs excited 
the attention of the other prisoners. Though 
given the liberty of the floor since his incar- 


ceration, he avaticd himself little of the privi- 
leges. His voluntary and steady confine- 
ment, even during the exercise hour, 
excited the curiosity ot the inmgtes of Murder- 
ers’ Row and the jail guards, who watched him 
closely and discovered the cause of his secrecy. 
HE HAD CAUGHT A SMALL MOUSE 
in his cell and was engaged in the laborious 
work of training it to companionship. During 
the first few days he tied it with a cotton cord 
to the lattice work of the cell door, allowing it 
to caper about the bunk and floor. Becoming 
accustomed to its new surroundings, the little 
rodent showed signs of confidence and was 
accordingly released. It would sit on his 
extended hand or nestle in his bosom 
at a eign from him, showing remark- 
able sagacity in many little tricks. At 
night when he retired he placed his 
mute cell-mate under his pillow, where it 
rested quietly until the morning. When re- 
leased it ran about the cell, and at the call of 
its master woula jump into his lap. For 
weeks no one Knew of the existence of the pet, 
which bis masterin an insane fear of detec- 
tion would frequently carry in his arm pet, 
where it would lie quietly until] given its free- 
dom. One night it esapeda from its rest under 
the pillow, and running down into his under- 
wear found itself imprisoned by the strings 
of his unmentionables about the ankle. So 
accustomed was Hickerson toit that the cu- 
rious sensation d'd not awaken him. On get- 
ting up next rnorning 
THE PET WAS GONE, 

having gnawed a hole through his underwear 
and escaped. A prisonerin the 120 row captured 
the runaway and returned it to the rightful 
owner. At morning and noon Hickerson 
would squat on the floor of his cell with his 
mouse on one side andfhis duffer and bull’s 
neck on the other. In this way he fed ana 


nursed it for nearly six months. A few days 
ago it Was taken sick, causing 
its weak- minded master much 
trouble. He was untiring in i his 


efforts to preserve the creature’s life, bathin 
itend resorting to al) the remedies he could 
thinkof. Butit wasall in vain, and on last 
Thursday the littie pet lay down and 
DIED IN ITS MASTER’S HAND. 

Since then he has been unusually depressed, 
end only yesterday told the cause of his sor- 
row in confidence to afew fellow ywrisoners. 

After his mouse died Hickerson sét to work 
catching” the jail cockroaches, which are 
giants of their kind, and make the speed of a 
rat across the sleek sandstone tiles of the jail 
court. Ashecaptured eaco he carefully de- 
posited it ih a box near the jail library. When 
asked what he was doing this for he said: 
‘‘T am going to catch a lot of them and 
train them as an army of soldiers.’’ He xban- 
doned this, however, being unable to make 
any headway ,and is now without any petiwith 
which to while away the weary hours of con- 
finement.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—Ex-Secretary 
Blaine appeared before the Foreign Relations 
Committee to day in connection with the 
Shipnerd case. Hie stated he knew Shipherd, 
had read his testimony and ‘*endeavored to 
understand it.’’ Blaine said he never saw or 
heard of the Shipherd letters in the State De- 
partment until Shipherd was introduced to 
to him by Senutor Biair. Such trashy matter 
as Shipherda’s letters would never be called to 
the attention of the Secretary, a8 they were 
scarcesiy fit forthe wa-tebasket. Witness said 
he knew nothing whatever as to how the 
letter came to be missingtrom the files. 

His first interview with Shipherd, so far from 
lasting late into the night, only lasted fi'teen 
minutes, and witness did not see Shipherd 
agai nearly three months. Biaiae then 
produced What he stateG was the entire cor 
respondenes between himself and Huribut 
during the latter’s administration at Lima. 

Mr. Shipberd came to me aud stated he was 
the reoresentative of a very important claim 
callod the Cochet claim.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


Mr. Dorman B. Eaton, the Presi- 
dent of the Association, 
Talks. 


His Views on the Subject—Civil Service 
Reform in New York Federal 
Offices. 


Mr. Dorman B. Eaton, who succeedec George 
William Curtis as President of the CivilService 
Reform Commission, is in the city, the guest 
of Mr. Henry Hitchcock, at 1507 Lucas piace, 
and will lecture to-night in Memorial Hall, 
corner of Lucas place and Nineteenth 
street. This morning a reporter of the Post- 
DISPATCH called at the residence of Mr. Hitch- 


cock, and was accorded an interview with his 


guest. Mr. Eaton is a tall, shapely gentleman, 
with a smooth shaven face and iron-gray 
hair that falls in abundance about his shoul- 
ders. He has something of the appearance of 
Beecher, without that worthy’s heaviness of 
form and features. While conversing, Mr. Eaton 
¢xhibits an extraordinary amount of bervous 
force, speaking rapidly and snifting his posi- 
tion. The reporter inquired: 

‘‘Do the people generally manifest much in- 
terest in civil service reform?’’ 

‘‘The manifestations and the interest vary 
with each different locality,’’ replied Mr. 
Eaton. The East appears to be more =n- 

thére 
received greater agitation, while the West bas 
received its information on the subject in an 
abstract form through the medium of partisan 
newspapers.’ 

‘Wh a8 does the East know practically of the 
matter?’’ 

‘«We have a post-office and custom-house in 
New York City that are unsurpassed in effict. 
ency througnout the worid. They are mun- 
aged strictly upon civil service principles, 
being subject in their control to com- 
petitive examinations. The post-office 
now has nine deliveries and twenty-five col- 
lections daily, and is controled on a business 
basis that made Postmaster James a member 
of the Cabinet and exalted his assistant to the 
Postmastership of New York. In the Custom- 
house the young man who passes the requisite 
examination is sure of a good appointment, 
without regard to his political affilia- 
tions. Whiie the bummers and 
hacks had possession of the 
Post-office, the removals averaged one person 
aday, but during the last five years only 10 
have been discharged.’’ | 
m@‘‘ What success did you meet with in Cni- 
cugo?’’ 

‘‘l had a verysmall audience, possibly not 
exceeding torty. That was due tothe insufil- 
ciency of the advertising, the absence of ade- 
quate infoimation and the neglect of the news- 
papers. At Milwaukee I had a 
large audience and at Madison about 500. 
I desire to state, however, that my Western 
visit was not contemplated as an offictal 
lecture tour, but only as an informal Visit to 
the associations in the cities named. The re 
form of the civil service is a matter only of 
vradual accomplishment. You may be gray- 
haired before the result is reached, but the 
accomplishment is inevitable. There 
are department and judicial pozritions 
that must be improved in their 
personnel, and that improvement can vuniy 
come qy accident outside of the competitive 
examination. Aristocrdtic England, with ail 
its monarchial tendencies, has advanced in 
this particular, and now requtres a nan to 
give evidence of his fitness before being ele- 
vuted to positions of trust and responsibility ?’’ 

‘*Did not the course pursued by Mr. Hayes 
have a demoralizing effect upon the advunce- 
ment of the reform of civil service?’’ 

‘*The Administ@ation of President Hayes was 
nndoubtedly a weak one in many essential 
particulars, but not in his adherence to civil 
service reform. itis alleged by the politicians 
that Hayes weakened tne Republican party in 
New York, but with all the opposition of such 
men as Logan, Conkling and Cameron, the 
State of New York was carried for Garfield 
against one of its own good citi- 
zens. The fact is that Garfieia 
himself was an open advocate of civil service 
reform, and the people of our State recognized 
the business principles upon which their post- 
office affairs had been conducted.’’ 

**Do you not find the majority of practical 
men somewhat opposed to your theortes?’’ 

‘‘T am a practical man myself, and have 
always declared that no principle, however 
beautiful in theory, should be presented 
for acceptance in this age until its 
utility had been thoroughly demonstrated by 
actual experience. The facts should carry 
their own conviction, and all I desire to do is 
to circulate these facts. The practical men ap- 
preciate this reform whenever they are ap- 
prised of the results already attained.’’

THE GREAT SAHARA. 


A Scheme to Change the Desert into a 
Sea. 
From the New York Times. 

The long talked of scheme for converting 
the Desert of Sahara, or at least a part of it, 
into alakeis about tobe carried out. The 
French Cabinet bas approved the plan drawn 
up by M. de Lesseps, in accordance with 
which a canal is to be dug from the Mediter- 
ranean near the Gulf of Gabes to the desert; 
and as M. de Lesseps has already accom- 
plished engineering feats much more difficult 
tuan the one now under contempiation, it is 
inevery way probable that the canal will 
ne dug and the Mediterranean let loose 
on the desert within a few years. 

The advantages of the scheme are twofold. 
The canal will separate Tunis and Algiers 
from Tripoli and thus measurably lessen the 
danger of an invasion of the French posses- 
sions by the Tripolitans. At least this is the 
opinion of the French Cabinet. It might be 
suggested that a canal of one hundred feet in 
width would not be an insuperable obstacle to 
horsemen, who could swim it, or to foot soil- 
diers, who could cross itonrafts. Still, the 
canal could undoubtedly be madea line of 
defense and would add to the security of 
Tunis to some extent. 

{he other advantages of converting the 
“sbara into a lake are partiy commercial and 
partly bygienic. The climate of the coast 
would, of course, become much cooler than 
it now 1s Were the hot desert to be laid under 
water, and the marshes lying south of Tunis 
would no longer breed fevers were they made 
partofan inland sea. If the level of the 
desert is such that the Mediterranean when 
ence admitted to it will reach as far as Tim- 
hbuctoo and thefertile regions south of the 
Sahara, communication with those now 
practically inaccessible regions can be easily 
established, and such trade as Gan be carried 
on With the Central African nations will bc 
monopolized by the French. In our present 
ignorance of the topography of Sahara, it is, 
of course, uncertain how much of the desert 
is below the level of the sea, and it is impos- 
sible to tell whether the effect of M. De Les- 
sep’s canal will be to convert the whole 
desert into vast inland sea or merely to form 
a sma!l lake immediately south of Tunis. 

It is natural that the Frenchmen should 
consider only the advantages which they 
ihemse!ves can derive from the plan of inun- 
dating the desert. To other people, how- 
ever, it will seem as ifthe Arabs and native 
Kings of Central Africa had certain interests 
jin the matter which deserve some slight 
consideration. Every one who is familiar 
with the pictures in school geographies 
knows that the desert is simply full of 
Arabs and camels, either engaged in pray- 
ing with their faces toward Mecca or in 
pursuing their Way in vast caravans from 
one unknown point to another—like the 
‘rains on the Northern Pacific Railroad. 
Judging from these pictures, the desert is 
densely inhabited, say to the extent of one 
Arab and the camel thereunto appertaining 
lo every three square vards. These people— 
‘neluding the camels—are full of ali sorts of 
simple vistues, and unless they are engaged 
in tue slave trade—wh ich they never are in 
‘une pictures—they are wonderfully courteous 
and gentle. : ; 

Now, is it a nice thing to suddenly turn the 
M. diterranean loose on these excellent Arabs? 
ost of them have never seena drop of water, 
except when they have drawn off a pint ortwo 
irom acamel’s stomach. We can fancy what 
a -hock it will be to them when the flood from 
(ne Mediterranean reaches them and sweeps 
‘them away beforeit. Perhaps they can keep 
‘n advance of it by riding at full speed to- 
ward the south, but even in that case, if they 
succeed in saving their lives, 
they cannot continue in the _ busi- 
ness as Arabs any longer, for an Arab with- 
out a desert is obviously impossiole. And 
what will be the feelings of the native African 
Kings when they see a countiess horde of 
Arabs galloping toward them to escape the 
advancing waters, or when thousands of 
drowned Arabs and camels are floated to the 
very gates of Timbuctoo? Will they not feel 
that an unjustifiable liberty has been taken 
with them, and will they not welcome such 
living Arabs as may reach them with fierce 
‘*Yah-yahs’’ and deadly conundrums to hos- 


‘pitable graves? 


It may be that the main reason why the 
Frenchmen want to turn the Saharaintoa 
lake is that thereby they may destroy the 
Italian climate. At present Italy is understood 
to be warmed chiefly by the Sahara—such 
small local heaters as Etna and Vesuvius hayv- 
iuy Very littie influence on the climate of the 
peninsula generally. It is believed that if the 
sex is admitted to the desertj Italy will be- 
come as cold as Norway. She wil no longer 
be the resort of tourists, and her people,being 
unable to turn the handles of their organs 
with frozen fingers, will perish of hunger. 
This is probably the revenge which the 
Frenchmen seek for the failure of Italy to 
help them against Germany. They should 
not forget, however, that the same expedient 
which is to freeze Italy will freeze Toulon 
and Marseilles, and make Provence rather 
colder than Normandy. 


How Ocean Cables Are Laid. 
'From the Boston Journal. 

The second American ocean cable was com- 
pleted afew daysago. The history of the 
steamer Faraday’s connection with the laying 
of these two ocean cables is an eventful one. 
To ards the close of 1880,Jay Gould called for 
subscriptions for the purpose of laying his 
cables across the Atlantic, to be used in com- 
petition with the English cables, and by May, 
Iss], the cable steamer Faraday left England 
with the first half of cable No. 1, which con- 
sists of seven different sizes, the largest one 
being laid near the shore. The center wire 
used for telegraphic purposes is‘a large cop- 
per one, and of the same dimensions 
throughout the whole length of the cable. 
The Faraday soon succeeded in laying the 
first half, which was buoyed in mid-ocean, 
With a flag attached to it and an electric 
ight capable of burning thirty days. Going 
dick to Engiand the steamer took on board 
toe second half of the first cable which was con- 
neeted with the portion already laid, and the 
¢\\ le was soon completed across the Atlantic 
lo Nova Scotia. 

By October, 1881, the first half of the second 
Calle was laid, but while the mid-ocean end 
Was being buoyed some portion of the ma-

After buoying the cable ends the 
Faraday was forced, through the roughness 
of the waves, to wait thirty days before it 
was smooth enough to attempt to connect the 
first cable laid. This was done, however,aud 
the first steamer coming to Nova Scotia com- 
menced laying the last half of the second ca- 
ble, and on Monday last this was successful- 
ly connected with the remainder of the cable 
in mid-ocean. Sothat atthe present time, 
beside the English cables, which have been 
80 useful, we have two cables across the At- 
lantic in the ownership of American capital.

CHINESE THIEVES. 


A Story of Remarkable Robberies in the 
Kmperor’s Abode at Peking. 
From the Hong Kong Press. 

The robbery recently discovered to have 
been perpetrated from the Winter Palace gt 
Peking proves how little sanctity Chinese 
criminals attach to any property. Acecord- 
ing to the Peking correspondent of our 
Shanghai morning contemporary the robber- 
ies have been conducted on a most extensive 
and daring scale. He says: ‘*‘In the summer, 
6th moon, the disappearance of the brass and 
iron armory in the upper story of one of the 
gates was observed and it was supposed 
that the bannermen on duty had stolen them 
to eke out their meagre allowance, and in 
consequence an extra tae! of allowance money 
was granted. On the 30th ofthe llth moon 
the thieves’ ‘lez’ was found in one of the pal- 
aces. Which aroused suspicion, and on inves- 
tigation it was found that a large brass ‘eight 
diagrams’ plath, about four feet square, along 
with the brass chains attached to it, had been 
stolen. These chains are attached to the 
dragon heads, griffins, etc., which adorn the 
side ridges of the palace. One of the chains 
will weigh several hundredweight. They 
were all heavily plated with gold, and it was 
for the sake ofthe gold principally that the 
thefts have been perpetrated. But for the leg 
the theft might net have been discovered, and 
the thieves admit that their design was piece 
by piece to strip every palace of its ornamen- 
tation. Itis a wonder how the thieves reach- 
ed the high roofs and succeeded in carrying 
off their plunder.” 

Later on the same writer says that it has 
been discovered that the thieves lived for 
years in the towers or bastions at the angles 
of the Imperial Palace, and often when lights 
were observed in the buildings the palace 
eunuchs, who had been privy tothe nefarious 
scheme of plunder, threw off all suspicions 
“*by representing that it was the Hu-hsien or 
the immortal fox with his lighted torch pros- 
trating himself. And sothe deception has 
gone on. It may have been observed also 
that many of the cannon holes inthe outer 
city gates have their wooden shutters elevated 
for years, and many may have supposed that 
it was for ventilation. Nosuch thing. These 
are also the residences of the immortal foxes, 
alias thieves, but no one dared to mounts¢he 
towers to satisfy their curiosity.”’

Mr. George Coilier heid an inquiry yester- 
day at the Vestry Hall, Cabiestreet, St.

An indescribable scene of destruction and 
havoc presents itself tothe eye of the visitor 
to the district bounded by the flood of Satur- 
day night, caused by the breaking of the Mill 
Creek sewer at the intersection of 
Sycamore and Second streets. At 
that point of the sewer that gave egress to 
the water, an additional break of twenty feet 
has been added to the one formed two weeks 


ago. The keystones are shattered and 
moved in every direction to a 
distance of ten or fifteen feet. 


The Iron Mountain branch road, running 
directiy over the line or the sewer, bas caved 
in, andisimpassablefortrains. Mr. Barnes,

HE WAS AN EYE-WITNESS. 
At four o'clock Saturday evening, he said, 
“the pent-up water with a violent upheaval 


burst from its confines, and sing 
like a voleanic geyser, burst into 
the air fully twenty feet in a 


in a vast and turgid volume. With almost in- 
credibie rapidity the vast body ot water had 
flooded the neighboring streets and stores and 
made its way for fiiteen biocks, attaining 
a height of three feet in the streets. In its 
streams were borne cows, dogs, children in 
several instances; and household goods of 
every description. Itlasted for several hours, 
and finally subsided about half past seven 
o'clock. 

THE CAUSES THAT LED TO THB ACCIDENT 
have been described as several by engineers 
and others who claim to be competent to 
judge. The most plausible theory, tendered 
by Me. McSorley, who constructed the sewer, 
is as follows: 

When tbe moutnof the sewer was built a 
aoubie arch was built within the main arch in 


order to give it re sy metrical 
appearance, which, however, did not 
lend to its etability. Across this double 


arch the timbers that were swept away from 
the spot at Twelfth street during repairs 
tnere some time ago, have lodged, 
forming a barrier that effectually 
impedes the current of the sewer where 
it is flush. Shonid this theory be correct, 
which, doubtless, is the cuse, the following 
proposed plan underthe circumstances would 


bethe most expeditious and effectual: Ata 
point a few feet along the line 
where the double arch joins in 


the interior, which can be easily located; 
let a hole be boredin the arch, dynamite or 
some Other explosive introduced and the top 
biown out. hen a descent can easily be 
made, the obstruction removed and the open- 
ing closed. 

THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE ST. VINCENT DE

Rutger on Second street, the houses in some 
instances were flooded on the first floors, the 
damage, however, being generally confined to 
the cellars and those apartments below the 
level ofthe streets. The Barnes pecstes 
establishment at the intersection Of Syca- 
more and Second street is almost a wreck, 
The sidewalks are caved in, the cellars flood. 
ed, and the meat, consisting of sides, shoul- 
ders, etc., covered with alayer of filth from 
the sewer. Mr. Barnes was asked if he intend. 
ed to place such foul stuff as that on the mar- 
ket. In reply he stated that it had not been 
hurt and 
COULD BE CLEANED. 


Mr. Barnes iurther stated tnat his dam 
was not so great as he had first anticipated, 
and while he desired not to enter into a suit, 
he thought that the city should tender 
bim $2,000 as a compromise, which 
he would willingly accept. He strongly con- 
demned the non-action that the proper officials 
bad taken towarda reparation of the first 
break, and characterized their 
conduct as culpable negligence. ‘‘Tha 
damage is not yet.over,’’ he continued. ‘*The 
constant fear that now will be alive until the 
break is repaired wiil paralyze business in this 
locality. We had just gotten into shape from 
the effects of the last flood when we were 
visited again. No one feels in any spirits to 
attempt repairs with the sword hanging over 
our heads continually.’’ 


MEASURES OF REDRESS. 


This morning many of the sufferers by the 
overfiow crowded into the grocery store of 
Mr. Charles Tacke, No. 1127 South Second, to 
discuss a plan of action. All’ of them were 
loud intheir denunciation of the incompe- 
tency of the Sewer Commissioner, and if that 
official had happened around in tne neighbor. 
hood he would most likely have found himself 
dumped into some of the mud with which the 
first floors of the houses in the over- 
flowed district bave abounded _ since 
Saturday evening. One prominent business 
man said that he bad called the attention of 
Mr. Wise to the condition of the sewer as late 
as last week and that he had been laughed at 
for his pains. After thorougbly canvassing 
the situation and the methods of redrgss, the 
meeting finally resolved to present a petition 
to the Municipal Assembly asking relief to the 
extent of their individual losses. The follow- 
ing was the document which was prepared 
and which will be laid before the House of 
Delegates to morrow night:

A HEAVY SUFFERER. 


Of ceurse tre principal damage caused by 
the wateris tothe foundations of buildings 
within the boundaries traversed by the water. 
Much valuable machinery was also seriously 
damaged by the overflow, but the greatest 
damage is t the foundations and walls of the 
buildings. The heaviest loser, outside of some 
of the great factories and warehouses, is prob- 
ably Mr. Robert Lange, for several years Chief 
Deputy Assessor, and at present a member 
of the firm of August Gehbner&Co. Mr. 
Lange’s house is no 1243 8. Second street. The 
first floor is situated about one foot below the 
surface of the sidewalk and contiins, besides 
the kitchen, the parlor and living room, both 
of which apartments were handsomely and 
even expensively furnished. The parlor fur- 
niture Was particularily elegant. Besides 4 
square piano, which was almost new, the par- 
lor contained a costly carpet and numerous pic- 
tures, tables and chairs, all of excellent work- 
manship and expensive material. The water 
completelv submerged the piano and every 
other article of furniture in the room, ruined 
the wall paper, the carpet, in short made 4a 
complete wreck ot what had been a beautiful 
room. The foundations of the house were 
soaked and weakened by the water. Mr.Lange 
places his losses at $3,000. 


THE MORE EXCITABLE 
and unruly element, who have been rendered 
houseiess and homelesy, paupers and beguars 
by the flood, are violent in the condense 
tion of the dereliction of the officers of 
the Board of Public Improvements. 
Several, among whom was Pat. Duffy, whose 
stable was destroyed . declared their intention 
to make a personal matterof it. Theeethreat-, 
of course, were ouly made during the beat of 
excitement, but simply point to the 
frenzied condition of the sufferers. By the 
‘appliances known to engineers, one of them 
excinaimed, the locality of the obstiuction 
could easily have been obtained long ago. The 
water at the break was only four feet 
deep, and a boat could have easily been pro- 
— in either direction through the sewer. 
he locality then discovered by marks on the 


arch, it would have been the work 
of n few days to effect the 
removal. While at the present writing 


the exact damage can not be correctly deter- 
mined to the inundated district, it can be ap- 
proximated at $260,000. |The damage to tne 
sewer isbut nominal and will amount tos 
few hundred dollars only.

Daughter for $25,000.

Mr. John R. Picton’s Remarkable Re- 
ply and Statements Concerning 
Zoe Valle—A Social Scandal. 


Some startling allegations are made in a 
document filed this morning in Judge Thayer’s 
Court, which will create somewhat of a 
sensation in social circles.

A REMARKABLE ANSWER 
and gave notice that the deposition mill 
would be opened upin the case at once. On 
the 18th of October, 1870, John R. Picton, the 
defendant,and Zoe Vaile, daughter of plaintiff, 
were married in this city. They lived together 
for some time, unti Mrs. Picton ieft 
her husband and continued to _ reside 
away from him on the continent of Europe 
forthe space of three years. Her husband 
states that she was possessed in her own right 
ofa larve and remunerative estate of tne 
value of 200,000, out of which she 
paid all ofber expenses while away abroad, 
the husband iano way contributing thereto. 
While sojourning in Europe, Mr. Picton states 
that his wife on the 6th of Jane, 18381, institut- 
ed a suit for divorce in Judge Lindiley’s court, 
alleging in her petition, as the 
grounds therefor, that in ]s74 
HEK HUSRAND WAS CONVICTED OF FELONY 

for issuing ialse warehouse receipts and 
was sentenced to pay a tine of $%,000. 
To this the husband filed an an- 
sewer and cross-bill, admitting that he 
was convicted in the Criminal Court, but while 
euilty in law, he averred that he was not 
guuty of a moral wrong, and he received 
an unconditional pardon from the Governor 
March 4, 1874, ana the fine was remitted. 

The husband stated that for years subsequent 
to the conviction, 

HIS WIFE HAD,CONDONED THE OFFENSE, 
and he allewed tilat with full Knowledge of all 
the facts she had lived with him, and finally 
had, without reasonable cause, abandoned 
him for more than. two years before the filing 
of the divorce petition. The wife filed a reply 
to her husband’s answer, and to this he 
states that he prepared and filed 
a reply, an amended answer and a 
cross-bill alleging, in addition to the grounds 
set forth in his first answer, that his young 
wife, withintwo weeks after her marriage, an- 
nounced to him that

DKEN, 

andthronghout her marriage she contrived 
toa have no children, and be further 
alleved thaton one occasion Mrs. Picton pro- 
duced upon berself a miscarriage and her life 
was thereby imperiled. All of this Mr. Picton 
then and now alleged to betrue. Before the 
filing of this answer Mr. Picton alleges that 
the mother of Zoe Valle, Isabella H. 
Valle, acting through her attorney, Judge 
Clover, agreed with Alex. J. P. Garescne, 
acting for Mr. Picton, that if he would not 
file this amended answer and cross-bill or 
make any such defense to the  di- 
vorce suit and would in the event 
of Mrs. Picton geiting a decree of divorce 
execute a deed releasing all his claim on her 
estate, her mother would forever release all 
sums Of money due her trom him, including 
the sums now sued on, and her mother wouid 
in addition 

PAY MR. PICTON $8,500 IN CASH. 

Mr. Picton alleges that in pursuance of this 
agreement he did Withhold his defense and 
delivered his deed Of release on his wife’s 
property, and atthe solicitation and request 
of her mother after the decree of divorce 
had been obtained and efore 
payment of the $8 ,500 in open 
court he reJeased forever ‘‘all manner of er- 
ror, advantages, defects, Committed or suf- 
fered concerning the judgment, and having 
thus answered Mr. Picton prays judgment in 
his favor. Heis now engaged in the cotton 
business at 108 Pine street and boards at the 
Pianters’. 

Judge Lindley granted Mrs. Picton restora- 
tion ot her maiden name, and in Europe she 
has travejead under that name.
